DROYE THE ENEMY ll MILES 


Am ericana Could Never Get Cloner 
T han 1,000 Yard* o f the Fleeing 
Filipino*--Am erican Army and Gtm- 
bfieta Now Command the In k e —The 
Oregon Arrive* a t M anila. 


Manila, March 90.—Some of the rebel* 
recently expelled from Cerite and the 
email town* in the vicinity of Pftrig 
combined force* and Saturday night at­ 
tacked a company of the Washington 
volunteer*, a detached poet at Taguig, 
about a mile and a half noutbeaet of 
(hung. 
General Wheaton immediately 
reinforced the Americana with two com­ 
panies each of the W ashington and the 
Oregan regiment!. 
The poet had held 
the enemy in check, and the fire of the 
reinforcing companies repulsed them, 
driving them acroa* to an iiiand formed 
by the estuary. 
They were tho! in 
front of the Twenty-second regulars. 
On disco voting that they were en- 
trapped, the rebel* fought desperately, 
aided materially by the Jungle and the 
darkens*, but they won- completely 
routed with heavy Lott after two hours 
fighting. 
The Americans loft two killed and 9f 
wounded, among the later Lieutenant 
Frank Jones. 
General Wheaton determined to punish 
the native*, and at daybreak yesterday 
hi* brigade started in the following or­ 
der: The Sixth artillery, holding the 
extreme right; the Oregon volunteer*, 
heading the center; the Washington regi­ 
ment, keeping to the edge of the lake, 
Abd the Twenty-second regular*, occu­ 
pying the right of the line, which swept 
the whole country along the lake, in a 
southeasterly direction, toward General 
Ovenohirc’i position 
The line thus ex­ 
tended over two mile* of country, rough 
wad covered with thick Jungle, advanced 
ll mile*. 
The enemy fled, the last of 
them being teen about 8:80 in th* after­ 
noon. 
At noarcely M y time did the 
American* get within 1,200 yard! of 
(hem. 
The troops returned to Pasig teat 
night, exhausted by the hard work un­ 
der a hot sun. 
The Oregon regiment 
had one man killed and four wounded 
and the Twenty-second regular* one 
wounded. 
According to th© official re­ 
port* no fewer than 800 Filipino* wen- 
killed. 
Aft OO,OOO In Property Destroyed. 
General Otis says the American army 
and gunboat* now command the lake. 
He estimate* that property of the in­ 
surgents rained at fCnXkOOO has been de­ 
stroyed. while quantities of rice and 
sugar and 400 ton* of coal, which ie 
very valuable hem, has been captured. 
Many prisoner! represent that tile 
Filipino soldiers ar© weakening. 
The 
generous treatment that the Americans 
Administer to the native prisoners and 
wounded seems to influence the insur­ 
gent arm y powerfully. 
In the opinion 
of the American*, however, the Filipino 
howlers will continue to provoke fight­ 
ing Just as long as they can retain their 
boh 
hold upon their followers, because they 
have everything to gain and nothing to 
lose. 
The enemy have twice as many men 
on their firing lines as they have arms, 
and the fact that so few arm* are cap­ 
tured by the Americans is because the 
guns of the wounded Filipino* and many 
of those who surrender are spirited 
away. 
The armed tugs Laguna de Bay and 
Geste 
have returned to San Pedro 
Macati and reported the results of their 
tour of the lake. 
On Friday morning 
hist they shelled the town of Moreng, 
the rebels fleeing without making any 
mqponse to the fire. 
The Americans 
landed a party, which destroyed a quan­ 
tity of stores and all the stone buildings, 
except the Church.

EXPORT TRADE 


C om parison o f 20 Year-- Betw een T h at 
o f A m erica an d E ngland, 
W ashington, March 90.—Ambassador 
Choate’s recent remark that the United 
States and the United Kingdom would 
doubtless continue a friendly rivalry in 
regard to th* world’s commerce is quite 
justified by the latest figure* on the com­ 
merce of tho two countries as supplied 
by the treasury bureau of statistics. 
These show that the exports of domestic 
merchandise trow the United States in 
tho eight months ending with February 
amount to $829,885,141, and those from 
the United Kingdom amount to $798,- 
900,427. 
In the calendar year 1898 the 
domestic exports from the United States 
amounted to $1,283,504,828, while those 
of the United Kingdom amounted to $1,* 
181,944,331. 
The year 1898 was the first in which 
the domestic exports from the United 
States exceeded the domestic exports 
from the United Kingdom. 
On only 
two occasions prior to 1898 have the do­ 
mestic exports of the United States ex­ 
ceeded a billion dollars, while those of 
the United Kingdom have constantly 
exceeded a billion dollars during the 
past 20 years. 
The latest year in which 
her exports of domestic merchandise fell 
below the billion dollar line was 1879, 
when they amounted to $938,929,036, In 
1879 our own exports of domestic mer­ 
chandise amounted to $754,056,755. 
Thus, in the 20 years since 1879 the 
figures show an increase of but 22 per 
cent in the domestic exports of the 
United Kingdom, and of 63 per cent in 
those of tho United States, apparently 
quite justifying Ambassador Choate’s 
assertion that tho United States would 
continue to be a rival, though a friendly 
one, of the United Kingdom in its rela­ 
tions with the commercial world.

Leavenworth, Kan., March 20.—The 
army beef coart of inquiry concluded 
the Joking of testimony at Fort Leaven­ 
worth at noon yesterday and at 4:15 de­ 
parted for Chioago, where the sessions 
were resumed this morning. 
The Hole 
witness examined yesterday was Ser­ 
geant Edward Mason, Troop A, First 
United States cavalry, located at Fort 
Robinson, Neb., who served as regi­ 
mental commissary sergeant at Lake­ 
land, Fla., and daring the Cuban cam­ 
paign. 
Sergeant Mason’s testimony was prob­ 
ably the most direct that has been ad­ 
duced since the ooart left Chicago. 
Sergeant Mason was interrogated in­ 
dividually by each member of the oourt, 
and oould not be shaken in his testi­ 
mony. 
Questioned by Recorder Davis, 
he told of the meat furnished on the 
voyage from Tampa to Cuba. 
No com­ 
plaints were made of the canned roast 
beef, but the meat was tasteless and un­ 
satisfactory generally and had to be 
thrown overboard. 
In Cuba the men of 
his regiment would not eat the canned 
roast beef aud, as a rule, it was thrown 
away. 
The refrigerated beef issued 
after the surrender was good, but as a 
rule, it spoiled before it oould be used. 
The witness was then taken in hand 
by Major Lee. 
He said he was detailed 
commissary sergeant at Lakeland about 
April 29, and served as such through to 
the close of the Cuban campaign. 
“ Did you, as commissary sergeant or 
acting commissary sergeant for the regi­ 
ment, draw any refrigerated beef at 
Tampa or Lakeland?” asked Major Lee. 
“ I did, sir.” 
“ W hat occurred?” 
“ The meat we received was, in appear­ 
ance, fine, but it was undoubtedly chem­ 
ically treated. 
One morning I went 
down to the refrigerator car to draw 
meat, and I objected to the appearance 
of it. 
An agent of Armour & C a was 
there. 
I do not know what his name 
was. 
He told me at the time that this 
meat had been treated with what was 
called pre aery aim e. 
It was as if it had 
been painted over w ith paraffine wax. 
There was a light coating on the outside 
of the meat. 
I objected to the color of 
the meat and refused to accept it. 
Our 
commissary officer came down and he 
refused to accept it. ” 
“ About what time was that?” 
“The 28th or 29th of May.” 
“ Who was the offloer 
that came 
down?" 
“ Lieutenant C. J. H artm an." 
“ About how much was there of this 
meat at that time?" 
“ Probably 5,000 pounds that was in 
the car.” 
“ Did you notice it generally!" 
“I examined rh* ra**nt very carefully 
as commissary sergeant; I had handled 
meat before. The meat was uudoubtely 
spoiled.” 
Were any reports made by Armour’s 
agent at the time as to the harmfulness 
or lack of harmfulness of this prepara­ 
tion; was it discussed?” 
“ My recollection is that he stated that 
the preparation used did not hart the 
meat; that it was safe. 
He advised us 
to cutoff the outside, aud said the meat 
would be all right in the interior next 
to the bone.” 
“ Did he state where this hod been 
done?”

“ W here did the meat come from be­ 
fore coming to Lakeland?”

Some Seriously. 
Havana, March 20.—A serious con­ 
flict between the polio© and people of 
Havana Saturday night resulted in much 
shooting and clubbing. 
From 30 to 30 
people wore wounded, some seriously. 
Among the injured is Polioe Captain 
Estampes, formerly a colonel In tho Ca­ 
ban army. 
The trouble occurred at a public mu­ 
latto ball in San Jose street, an unsav­ 
ory quarter of Havana. 
Many Caban 
officers, colonels and captains among 
them, attended the affair. 
A policeman 
on duty in that street, following orders 
to prevent a crowd collecting in front 
of the bnilding where the ball was in 
progress, asked a group of men to go in 
or disperse. 
His request was unheeded, 
aud, after repeating it, was attacked by 
the group, whereupon many men issued 
fn un the building, set upon him, took 
away his club and revolver and handled 
him roughly. 
The policeman notified headquarters, 
who ordered 20 reserves to the scene of 
trouble. 
The crowd had prepared for 
their arrival. 
It is said they opened 
with a revolver fire upon the police, 
which the latter returned, the shooting 
being kept up until the ammunition was 
exhausted. 
The opponents of the police 
acted with determination in the affray. 
Many who were in the building mounted 
to the roof, which is comparatively low, 
and fired upon the polioe from that 
point. 
They were 
apparently well 
armed, and this fact, together w ith the 
resolution with which 
they fought, 
seems to confirm the belief that the at­ 
tacking party was mostly made up of 
Cuban officers, as ordinary civilians 
would have fled from the revolver* of 
the police. Many women were wounded. 
Public opinion respecting the police is 
conflicting.
